Some Suggestions aa to the Disposition 


and Arrangement of Them. 


As a rule the branches of holly that bear 


many branches upon them will not be so" 
fresh and full of leaves as the others. Buy 
a few branches that are well filled with 
berries; then be generous with the greener 
branches. Pile all but a few as flat as 
possible, putting on top those having ber- 
ries. Cover these with the plain branches, 
and tie. When you get them home, sprinkle 
well and place on the cellar floor. They will ' 
keep fiebh for a week or two. If you buy 
laurel, put the bunch in a pail of water 
and sprinkle; then place in the cellar. 


It is best not to put up the decorations 


until the afternoon before Christmas. The 
halls, sitting room, dining room and library 
are the most appropriate places for the 
holly. Place large branches over mantels 
and sideboard and some of the pictures. 
Fill the fireplaces with large dishes con- 
taining holly and laurel, unless y^ are to 
have a flre at once. Have long sprays of [ 
English ivy in small, wide mouthed bot- 
tles which can be hung behind picture 
frames. Twine the ivy around the sup- 
portiogwires and the frames. Do not hang 
the greens near a flre or over a register. 
They curl and wilt very quickly when ex- 
posed to dry heat. 


At least a week before Christmas get at 


the florist's about fifty cents' worth of tha 
green stuff called "Wandering Jew." This 
will fill several bowls and vases. Arrange 
it gracefully in the various dishes and fill 
with water. After wiping the outside of 
the receptacles perfectly dry, place on the 
corners of mantels, bookcases, etc. Change

Itoust Pig: for Christmas. 


A roasted pig is oftener served as a 


Christmas dish in the south than in the 
north, and this is the approved Virginia 
method of cooking it: 


When roasted whole a pig should not be 


under 4 nor above 6 weeks old. Scald on 
the inside, rnb with pepper and salt, fill 
with a stuffing of the liver, heart and has- 
lets, stewed, seasoned, chopped and mixed 
with mashed potato, to which has been 
added a large spoonful of butter, some 
hard boiled eggs dnd thyme and parsley 
chopped fine. Bend the fore legs under the 
body, the hind legs forward under the pig, 
aud skewer in position. Rub with butter 
and sprinkle with pepper and ecvlt. Place 
in a deep baking pan with a bunch of 
herbs, pour on a quart of boiling water 
and invert a second baking pan over the 
top that it may steam until entirely done. 
Baste often. When of a fine brown place 
the pig kneeling in a large dish edged 
with a thick fringe of parsley. Sift pow- 
dered cracker over it and put a red apple 
or an orange in the month. It is best eaten 
cold.—Louisville Courier-Journal.

CHRISTMAS CAROLS.

Before the Twelfth Century They Wore 


Snug hi Slurry JSnglaud. 


The story of Christmas musio from tho 


earliest days to the present lime- teems 
with interest not alone for the student, but 
for all who love the season of "good will 
to men," and musical observances con- 
nected with it involve so much that is 
quaint, picturesque and suggestive of the 
various phases of life aud habits of men 
that volumes might be written on the sub- 
ject and yet half the tale not told. 


It would seem that in tho earlier ages 


music of a solemn and measured character 
was used for the Christmas season. Tho 
chants, whosevarious names, "Gregorian," 
"Anglican," etc., are the result of tho 
sources they are derived from, date from tho 
first centuries of Christianity, and are 
noble, refined and exalting, as is theservico 
properof both English and Roman churches 
today—Christmas demanding musio of a 
broadly flowing, rich and yet melodious 
over lending their voices to praise God on 
the feast of the nativity. 
But to most 


minds the music afasociated with this dear 
festival Is the carol—term suggostivo of 
so much good cheer, happiness and simple 
joy that its meaning is readily understood 
—from carole, querole, carola, a choral 
dance. 


It would puzzle a.n antiquarian to know 


positively when the flrtl carols wore sung 
as such, but in England they have been 
traditional Christmas music for centuries. 
There the bards and minstrels are Hup- 
posed to have introduced them, wandering 
at the holy season from house to house 
singing carols in which most quaintly the 
story of our Lord's birth and that of the 
redemption were told. Before the time of 
St. Augustine in Great Britain it Is imp- 
posed that these sweet strange hymns or 
recitations were sung, and that rich store- 
house, the British museum, contains some 
BO primitive in word and form f hat there 
can be no doubt of their antiquity. 


Even before the Twelfth century tho cus- 


tom of singing or chanting these Christ- 
mas carols gained ground, establishing that 
charming observance seen still in parts of 
England of bands of children going from 
house to house under the stars of Christ- 
mas eve, rendering some of the old carols, 
like "God Rest You, Merry Gentlemen," or 
"I SawThree Ships Come Sailing In,"while 
doors are opened hospitably. There is a 
welcome at every fireside, above all where 
a yule log has been lighted. Old Warton, 
writing in 1502, commends this custom 
"for the glory of God," and Milton adds 
his testimony to its being a worthy and 
Christian practice.—Harper's Bazar. 


A Legend of the Mistletoe. 


The Scandinavian legends warn us that 


the mistletoe has fatal properties to all 
who touch the sap in plucking its bunches. 
Far away in the north, upon a lonely 
mountain top, there dwelt a few peasant 
families. An inmate of one of the lowly 
dwellings was a young girl—loyely, loving, 
beloved by and betrothed to her next 
neighbor—a sturdy peasant lad. The young 
girl fell sick. To restore her to health her 
lover sought near and far for the precious 
mistletoe growing upon an oak. At length 
his search was rewarded. Upon a snow 
clad oak the coveted bunches hung in gen- 
erous profusion. 
With eager, reckless 


haste, forgetful of his own danger, he 
climbed the oak, seized the life giving or 
death dealing plant, as handled, and fell 
lifeless to the ground. 


A legend of the crucifixion, full of pathos 


and beauty, tells the origin of the mistle- 
toe in its concluding words as follows: 


Ever since that day the tree from which 


the cross was hewn has never been suffered 
to grow as a tree, but only exists as a para- 
site on other trees. 


It is neither fruit nor flower, but bears 


clusters of waxy white berries, and saps 
the life of any tree to which it attaches 
itself. It is called "the mistletoe."—New 
York Ledger. 


Boaat "Leg of Venison. 


Draw the dry skin from the meat aud 


wipe with a damp towel. Make a paste 
with one quart of flour and a generous pint 
of cold water. 
Cover the venison with 


this, and place before a hot flre, if to be 
roasted in the tin kitchen, or else in a very 
hot oven. As the paste browns baste it 
frequently with the gravy in the pan. 
When it has been cooking one hour and a 
half, take off the paste, cover with butter, 
and dredge thickly with flour. Cook one 
hour longer, basting frequently with but- 
ter, salt and flour. 


Serve with game sauce or make a gravy 


as follows: Pour off all the fat from the 
baking pan and put in the pan a cupful of 
boiling water. Stir from the sides and 
bottom, and set back where it will keep 
hot. In a small frying pan put one table- 
spoonful of butter, a small slice of onion, 
six peppercorns and four whole cloves. 
Cook until the onion is browned, and then 
add a generous teaspoonful of flour. Stir 
until this Is browned; then gradually add 
the gravy in the pan. Boil one minute. 
Strain, and add half a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice and three tablespoonf uls of currant 
jelly. Serve both venison and gravy very 
hot. The time given is for a leg weighing 
about fifteen pounds.—Philadelphia Bec- 
t'ard.

A meeting of those interested in the 


new trolley road between Bristol and 
Ni'Wtown was held last Thursday after- 
noon in Langhorne, at the instance of 
A Weir Gilkeson, Esq , cue of the in« 
ccnporatorsof the company. The New- 
town Enterprise gives the following 
particulars: 
"The members of the 


councils of the two boroughs of Lang- 
borne and Langborne Manor were pres- 
ent, together with prominent citizens 
of the boroughs of Hulmeville and 
Ncwtown. 


"Mr. Gilkeson stated that his object 


in onlliiig tlio mooting wni In hear an 
expression of sentiment, whether the 
boroughs would be willing for the pro- 
posed road to use their streets, and 
what would be the probable amount of 
business. There was a general ex- 
pression of opinion. There was no 
objection to the use of the streets, ex- 
cept that they did not want the road 
on Station avenue, in Langhorne Manor. 
The councils of both boroughs meet 
on the first Monday in January, when 
piubably the right of way will be 
grunted. 


"On the probable amount of busi- 


ness, the concensus of opinion was that 
a road from Hulmeville to the upper 
part of Laughornc would pay at once, 
and that business would increase both 
north and south, from that centre.
